The exact location of the projects 
is classified infdrmation, unavail­ 
able to the public. The new Nike 
installations will supplement exist­ 
ing antiaircraft defenses in this 
area.

Army spokesmen emphasize that 
the nature and complexity of the 
new weapon are such that rela­ 
tively few spots are suitable for 
missile sites.

Charge Friedman 


Asked For Doctor 


Marin County jailers ignored a 
note by imprisoned Samuel Fried­ 
man, asking them to call the doc- 
j tor and the sheriff, a Marin Coun­ 
ty Grand Jury committee was told 
yesterday. Friedman was held in 
Marin County jail for four hours 
April 9 on drunk driving charges, 
was released when it was found he 
was suffering a diabetic attack. 
The charge that Friedman had 
asked for a doctor, made yester­ 
day by Mrs. Friedman at a Jury 
committee meeting, was emphat­ 
ically denied this morning by 
Sheriff Walter Sellmer and Jailer 
Gordon Hughes. 
Mrs. Friedman said she told the 
jury committee her husband had 
written the following note with 
the aid of another prisoner: 
“Call a doctor and let me see 
the sheriff. I am a diabetic.” She 
said the jailers ignored the writ­ 
ten request for a doctor and the 
sheriff, although he was allowed 
to call his wife. 
SHERIFF’S DENIAL 
Sellmer declared the charge is 
absolutely erroneous. The only note 
from Friedman was a note placed 
on the jail door by another pris­ 
oner, William Fitzgerald, Sellmer 
stated. The sheriff said this note 
requested a phone call to Mrs. 
Friedman. “And the request was 
granted,” said Sellmer. “There 
were no notes at all saying that 
he was ill,” Sellmer continued. 
“This morning I again questioned 
all the prisoners, and deputies 
concerned, and they all state that 
no mention of diabetes or any ill­ 
ness was ever made.”

Council Wants To Sell Harbor 


Edward W. Culver, mayor of 
San Rafael, took the position this 
week that the municipal yacht 
harbor could be improved to show’ 
a greater profit for the city but 
that it still should be sold. 
Culver felt the harbor was one 
of the best in the Bay Area and 
that its rates for monthly berth 
rentals could be raised to bring 
in more yearly revenue than they 
now do. 
“But it’s the feeling of the coun­ 


cil that the city cannot operate 
the harbor as it should be operated 
and it should be either sold or 
leased,” he said. 
The mayor made his comments 
in response to questions heard 
since the city council voted to sell 
the harbor and an adjoining piece 
of property for sane $146,000 in 
revenue to the city.

identified Jackson as Hans M. 
Anderson, former San Quentin 
convict. Jackson called the San 
Rafael man a liar. 
Testimony by the San Rafael 
man, a construction superintend­ 
ent, could bring a stiffer penalty 
against 
Jackson. 
If 
convicted, 
Jackson would receive a longer 
prison term as an ex-convict. 
CO-DEFENDANTS 
Jackson and co-defendant Jos­ 
eph W. Lear are charged with the 
Jan. 16 kidnaping 
of 
Leonard 
Moskovitz, 
a 
36-year-old 
San 
Francisco realtor. The prosecution 
says Jackson is the Hans Ander­ 
son who served time 
in 
San 
Quentin for an armed robbery in 
Los Angeles in 1929.

$60 in 1949 and asked Jackson if 
the check had not been made to 
him by his brother. 
“Heavens no, man,” was Jack­ 
son's reply.

French Fail 


To Retake 


Vital Post 


H A N O I, Indochina (U.R) - 
French forces counter attacking 
in a desperate effort to recon­ 
quer part of the shrinking Dien 
Bien Phu fortress have been 
thrown back with “very heavy” 
losses, French headquarters an­ 
nounced today. 
Overwhelm ing C o m m unist 
artillery fire and force of num ­ 
bers plus an unexplained slip­ 
up in liaison between air and 
ground forces were blamed for the 
failure of yesterday’s counter at­ 
tack by defenders of the besieged 
garrison. 
U.S. PLANES 
Twenty-five American built Cor­ 
sair fighter planes recently ar­ 
rived in Indochina aboard the 
United States Aircraft Carrier Sai­ 
pan participated in the action. 
French pilots flew the fighters, 
fastest in Indochina, on their first 
mission in the wrar. 
The high command said yes­ 
terday’s ground action was aimed 
at an outpost of the “huguette” 
position abandoned only a few 
hours earlier by the defenders. It 
lies on the northwest side of Dien 
Bien Phu’s ever-contracting de­ 
fense ring and from it the airfield 
can be covered. 
•HAD TO SEAL* 
Loss of the position opened a 
breach in the French bastion 
which Brig. Gen. Christian de 
Castries had to seal or face seri­ 
ous consequences. 
The first of a new contingent of 
paratrooper reinforcements from 
France arrived at a secret Viet 
Nam air base yesterday. U.S. Air 
Force Globemasters ferried the 
troops on a three-day, 8,500-mile 
flight which skirted India Associ­ 
ated Press said. 
The French News Agency said 
in a dispatch from Saigon more 
landed in Indochina today. 
Indian Prime Minister Nehru 
banned the flight over India, the 
normal route, on grounds his 
country was neutral in the Indo­ 
china fight. 
French sources in Paris said the 
emergency airlift involved about 
1,000 troops. 
WANTS BAN ON AID 
Nehru, speaking in Parliament 
in New Delhi today, asked the 
United States, Britain, Russia and 
Red China to agree at Geneva to 
halt all aid to either the French 
or Communist-led Vietminh in 
Indochina. 
He called for a cease-fire and 
arrangements for complete inde­ 
pendence for the divided, war- 
shattered country.

china.

Mittelstaedt's Ability Should 
Not Be Wasted In Idleness 


As Governor Knight has said, the retire­ 
ment of Gen. R. E. Mittelstaedt from the 
California Public Utilities Commission is 


•‘the people's loss.” 
Before he and M n. Mittelstaedt took up 
residence here in Marin several years ago 
following his appointment to the Commiv 
sion by former Governor Warren, Mittel­ 
staedt was already known to most of us be­ 
cause of his long prior public service. 
“A “lifetime” national guardsman, he 
served in both World W7ars as well as State 
Adjutant General and Selective Scivice chief 
in California. 
Less well known here was his long service 
in the affairs of the city of Sacramento. 
In the years since the Mittelstaedts moved 
to Marin many of us have coine to have con­ 
siderable personal respect and affection for 
them as neighbors, aside from the general’s 
accomplishments in public life. 
We hope thev stav here, after the gen­ 
eral’s retirement announced for May 1. 


We would like to have them remain as our 
neighbors. 
We also think Marin could profit consid­ 
erably by prevailing on the general to take 
on a local public job now and then.

Brought Into Proper Perspective

WASHINGTON—As the result 
of his off-the-cuff, only tem­ 
porarily anonymous speech be­ 
fore the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors in Washing­ 
ton, Vice President Nixon is be­ 
ing rather widely criticized for 
what he didn’t do. It is im­ 
portant, therefore, to tie down 
the facts as firmly as possible. 


THOUGH THERE IS already 
evident considerable support for 
the views which he expounded, 
Mr. Nixon is being principally 
criticized on the grounds: 
That the question about the 
possibility of sending American 
ground troops into Indochina was 
“planted" in order to give the 
Vice President an opportunity to 
advance his thoughts “spontane­ 
ously” 
That Mr. Nixon was carrying 
out a well-designed 
plan 
to 
launch a trial balloon in be­ 
half of the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration to see how much resis­ 
tance there would be to the ulti­ 
mate use of U. S. ground troops 
in Southeast Asia. 
That the Vive President was 
warning the country that all- 
out war in Asia was imminent. 


QUITE A NUMBER of editors 
went away from the meeting 
holding these views and some 
h a v e 
subsequently 
expressed 
them in interviews. They are un­ 
derstandable, but I am now con­ 
vinced that these Judgments are 
not borne out by the facts. I 
have carefully and, I think, suc­ 
cessfully checked the circum­ 
stances of Mr. Nixon’s speech 
and it can be put down as fact 
that: 
1—The question about U. S. 
troops in Indochina was not 
known to the Vice President at 
any point before it was asked 
and that he had no intention of 
discussing this aspect of the sub­ 
ject. 
2—Mr. Nixon was not carrying 
out any calculated plan to pre­ 
pare public opinion to accept the 
use of American troops and was 
not sending up a “trial balloon” 
to see how it would go. There 
was no discussion of the speech 
with President Eisenhower before 
it was delivered. 
3—The Vice President does not 
anticipate an expansion of the 
Indochinese War nor does he ex­ 
pect that the United States will 
become involved further than it 
now is involved. 


MR. NIXON delivered a bal­ 
anced, 
informed, 
penetrating 


speech to the editors on the prob­ 
lems of Indo-China and all 
Southeast Asia, on the magni­ 
tude of America’s stake in keep­ 
ing Southeast from falling to 
Communist domination and on 
the urgency of avoiding a de­ 
ceptive settlement, which would 
in effect be a sell-out to the 
Communists, at Geneva. 
He then took questions from 
the floor. They were varied and 
pointed. He was responsive and 
forthright in reply. One editor 
wanted to know what the Vice 
President thought about the use 
of American ground forces if 
the French were unable to hold 
Indo-China. 
Mr. Nixon had to make an in­ 
stant decision whether to no­ 
comment the question, whether 
to avoid its substance by hedg­ 
ing or whether to be direct and 
candid. He chose the latter— 
and more credit to him. 


THOUGH HIS ANSWER was 
Qompletely candid, it was care­ 
ful and precise. Mr. Nixon began 
by pointing out that the ques­ 
tion was hypothetical: should 
American troops be used, if the 
French were unable to hold. He 
stated that he did not accept 
the questioner’s premise that 
the French would not hold out. 
Within these terms—that the 
question was hypothetical and 
that he did not accept the pre­ 
mise of the question—he gave 
an honest and hypothetical ans­ 
wer: 
The answer was: If it is neces­ 
sary to use American ground 
forces to avert the loss of South­ 
east Asia to Communist control, 
Mr. Nixon said he personally be­ 
lieved American ground forces 
should be employed. 


THIS W AS NOT a pre-arrang­ 
ed question and this was not a 
pre-arranged answer. It was a 
weighty answer because it came 
from the Vice President. It was 
also weighty because, while it 
did not reflect an Administra­ 
tion decision, it did reflect Mr. 
Nixon’s awareness of all the In­ 
formation which comes before 
the National Security Council. I 
doubt if Mr. Eisenhower is at all 
upset. 


But let us not forget that 
the President has pledged 
that there will be no involve­ 
ment of American ground 
troops in Indo-China without 
the issue being presented to 
Congress for a joint-Execu­ 
tive-Legislative decision.

WASHINGTON (JP) — This is 
an ABC on the rumpus over the 
Federal Housing Administration, 
which, with government money, 
guaranteed loans for such things 
as building apartment houses 
and making home improvements. 
The Eisenhower administration 
and two congressional commit­ 
tees are making intensive inves­ 
tigations into reported abuses 
and frauds under these two FHA 
programs. 
Rectal housing— 


THIS PROGRAM, begun in 
1942, ended in 1950. To increase 
the number of dwelling units 
during and after the war, Con­ 
gress passed a !aw which said: 


FHA WOULD INSURE loans, 
up to 90 per cent, for building 
rental housing. In the eight years 
involved 7.000 projects, with 465.- 
000 dwelling units, were built. 
Example: 
The Jones company wanted to 
put up an apartment house. It 
had to submit its plans to FHA, 
whose appraisers estimated the 
cost. Say, in one case, RHA esti­ 
mated the cost of one million 
dollars. 
Since the FHA would insure a 
loan made to the Jones outfit up 
to 90 per cent—in this case $900,- 
000—the bank let the company 
have the one-million-dollar loan. 
Maybe the FHA estimate was 
too low and the actual cost 
turned out to be $1.300,000. That 
was the Jones company’s tough 
luck. 
Say the estimate was too high 
and the apartment house cost 
only $700,000. 
The 
Jones 
company might 
pocket the $300,000 difference. It 
could do this by various means, 
such as declaring itself a $300.000 
dividend and legally going out of 
business, or by fixing rents high 
enough so tenants would pay off 
the inflated loan. 


ANY THING ILLEGAL about 
that? Apparently not. The com­ 
pany found a way to cut costs or 
the FHA appraiser had made a 
mistake. 
But if the company and the 
FHA appraiser d e l i b t r a t e l y 
schemed to set the estimate, and 
therefore the loan, much higher 
than the actual cost, that would 
be conspiracy. The a p p r a i s e r 
and the company might be pros­ 
ecuted. 
If the Jones company reported 
the $300,000 on its income tax re­ 


turn as a flat profit, the tax 
might be as much as 75 per cent. 
But if it reported the $300,000 
as a “windfall" under the capital 
gains provision of the law, the 
tax would be only 26 per cent. 


WHICH SHOULD it be consid­ 
ered: a profit with a high tax 
or a capital gain with a low tax? 
The Internal Revenue Service 
argues it should be a profit. But 
this question will have to be de­ 
cided by a federal court. 
If the court rules against the 
government, says Internal Reve­ 
nue Commissioner T. Coleman 
Andrew's, the Treasury stands to 
lose 26 million dollars in cases 
involving 
1.149 
FHA - insured 
apartment projects. But he says 
his agents have found no tax 
fraud in these cases. 


BUT ISN’T THERE something 
in the law under w'hich FHA, 
after an apartment building is 
completed, goes back and checks 
to see whether the actual cost 
was less than the estimate and 
compels the builder to give back 
the difference? No. 
The builder’s only obligation 
apparently is to pay back the full 
loan as it comes due, if he’s still 
in business. He can do that on 
the rents from the tenants in thi 
building. 
Since this program ended in 
1950, 
any 
frauds connected 
with it happened under the 
democratic administration. But 
any 
frauds 
connected 
with 
FHA’% home improvement pro­ 
gram which Is still in exist­ 
ence may have occurred under 
either Democrats or Republi­ 
cans. 


HOME IMPROVEMENT» 
Under this FHA guarantee* 
loans up to $2.500 for improve­ 
ments on individual homes. 
Suppose 
a 
builder 
charge* 
Smith $1,000 to put & back porch 
on his house. Smith had to get 
a bank loan, guaranteed by FHA, 
to pay him. No FHA appraiser or 
inspector is called in before or 
afterwafds to estimate the true 
cost of the porch or the cost of 
the finished product. 
Suppose, further, Smith finds 
the porch defective or that the 
actual cost was only $500 and 
that the builder therefore gypped 
him out of $500? 
Any crime here? Apparently 
no federal crime. He might be 
able to sue the builder in a state

State Legislative Un-American 
Probers Set Enviable Example 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS)—Con­ 
gressional committees investigat­ 
ing subversive activities might 
find it beneficial to examine the 
procedures and accomplishments 
of the California Senate Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activi­ 
ties. 
Under the leadership of Sen­ 
ator Hugh M. Burns of Fresno, 
this committee has been quietly 
engaged in ferreting out persons 
linked with subsersive activities 
in the schools and other places 
of public employment as well as 
those in private employment of a 
public nature, such as the elec­ 
tric utility companies. 


ABSENT FROM these proce­ 
dures have been the public spec­ 
tacles which have surrounded 
the efforts of the Congressional 
committees. There have been 
few newspaper stories, no tele­ 
vision broadcasts, and no name 
calling between the committee 
members or its staff and other 
agencies, public or private. 


Of course, the California leg­ 
islative Un-American Commit­ 
tees have not always functioned 
in this manner, but this has been 
the case since Senator Burns 
was named chairman in 1951.

BIG, HEALTHY, and hard­ 
working Senator Bums possesses 
an exuberant personality, along 
with a sense of humor so strong 
that few persons ever have seen 
him display anger. 


Because of his personality, 
which inclines to the playful 
side, the Fresno Senator’s serious 
side was a long time being rec­ 
ognized. At the time of his ap­ 
pointment as chairman of the 
Un-American Activities Commit­ 
tee there were some misgivings 
on the part of some members 
who believed he would not take 
the subject seriously.

IN ADDITION to the Un-

to the companies amounted to less 
than $5,000 a year. This land 
would not be included in the sale 
of the harbor. 
A comparison of m onthly boat 
berth rentals shows th at the San 
Rafael Municipal Y acht Harbor 
has the lowest range of rentals of 
any harbor in Marin. 
RENTAL SCALE 
Its rentals range from a low of 
$6,75 to a high of $16 a month. 
O thers In M arin are, Lowrie’s 
Y acht harbor, San Rafael, $15-$40; 
California Marine Sales, San R a­ 
fael. $8.50-$22.50; Madden & Lewis, 
Sausalito, 
$15-$40; 
Corinthian 
Y acht Club, Tiburon, $12-$37.50. 
Mayor Culver felt San Rafael’s 
rates could be increased to come 
closer to those charged by other 
harbors. Asked if the city council 
has ever discussed a higher rate 
schedule to have the harbor show 
a greater profit, the mayor said 
they were raised “somew’h a t” last 
year. 
“I assume th at if private own­ 
ers buy the San Rafael harbor, 
the rentals will go up,’’ he added. 
Also included in the proposed 
sal* of property is a site having 
a 300-foot frontage on Third street 
and some 300-feet on the San R a­ 
fael Canal. It has been appraised 
at nearly $40.000 in value and 
would be an excellent site for a 
restaurant, the mayor said, adding, 
he doubted whether the city would 
perm it it to be used for another 
oil company.

Big Hurdles 


Await West 


At Geneva 


PARIS {¡P)~The Big Three for­ 
eign ministers wound up four days 
of private strategy talks today con­ 
vinced many obstacles will have to 
be hurdled before the Geneva Con­ 
ference gets down to its primary 
business of trying to bring peace 
to Korea and Indochina.

Georges Bidault arranged a final 
get-together this afternoon to iron 
out their strategy for the Geneva 
meeting which opens Monday. 
GO TO GENEVA 
Following this meeting. Dulles 
and Bidault plan to leave for Gen­ 
eva today. Eden was scheduled to 
fly there tomorrow. 
A long-distance clhsh by diplo­ 
matic note between Russia and the 
West over the role of Red China 
at tne Geneva Conference made 
it clear this problem in itself 
would be a major issue to be 
worked out before the conference 
in Switzerland ever would come to 
the specific questions for which 
they were convened. 
Russia formalized her demand 
that the Communist Chinese dele­ 
gation headed by Premier-Foreign 
Minister Chou En-lai be granted 
the position of a great power in 
a Big Five meeting. The West 
promptly said no. 
MAJOR ISSUE 
Although this is described as 
merely a procedural problem, it 
has assumed the proportions of a 
major issue of the conference. 
The Russians apparently realize 
Dulles is on a delicate spot be­ 
cause of strong American feeling 
against any sort of recognition of 
Red China and because of the 
growing feeling among other West­ 
ern powers that the United States 
is attaching too much importance 
to this issue. 
For this reason, it is generally 
believed Russia will not drop the 
issue simply because formal West­ 
ern notes yesterday rejected its 
Big Five proposal. 
NO DIFFERENT 
The Western stand, hardened by 
the attitude of the United States, 
is that Red China is no different 
than any of the other several in­ 
terested countries which were in­ 
vited by the Big Four to a con­ 
ference on Korea and Indochina. 
The United States also insisted 
that the Big Four invitation make 
it plain Red China’s attendance in 
no way implied recognition of the 
Peiping regime.

ate cease - fire in Indochina before 
the Geneva parley bogs down over 
whether Communist China is an 
honorable big power.

trunk and head. Everything was 
fine until AFTRA got wind of 
the arrangem ent. 
THEY LIKED the show, and 
thought Hermann did a good 
job but would he please join the 
artists union. 
He refused, lost his job as "in­ 


side m an" in Elmer, left the 
glamor of the kleig lights and 
went back to moving scenery. 
He also suffered a $23.75 loss 
in pay. 
ROBERT CLEARY, an actor 
and member of AFTRA, got the 
job as the tuskless Elmer. He 
also plays Elmer’s wife, "Elmira," 
who occasionally appears on the 
show.

Study Of Artist Degas 
By French Critic Fosca 


Many critics today think of De­ 
gas as the counterpart in paint­ 
ing to the realistic novelists of 
19th century France. Now in De­ 
gas, fifth in Skira’s series, The 
Taste of Our Time, Francois 
Fosca, the French critic, has 
looked into the story of the 
famous artist. He has traced De­ 
gas’ development from an early 
influence of the classical tradi­ 
tion and the Renaissance through 
the various enthusiasms of hi* 


generation to what became an 
entirely independent mode of ex­ 
pression.

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Buy, But Don't Waste Seeds; 
Don't Plant Too Thickly 


B Y DEAN HAM.IDAY 
Although a comparatively small 
quaiiity of seeds Is required to 
plant the garden, most people buy 
too much and plant it too* thickly. 
I t pays to buy the best seeds, but 
don’t watse them. 


Tiny seeds, lor example, can 
be handled more easily, with less 
waste if they are mixed with 10 
times the am ount of sand, as 
shown in the accompanying G ar­ 
den-G raph. 
Unless 
mixed 
too 
thickly. 
Small, dark seeds, or those 
which are the same as the soil, 
may be whitened with talcum 
powder before planting. When 
this is done the seeds are more 
easily seen and properly spaced, 
as illustrated. 
In general, the procedure for 
seed planting is to make a shal­ 


low trench with the corner of a 
hoe alongside the string which 
m arks the row. Stakes and string 
are too im portant to neglect, for 
the average person cannot line 
out a straight row without such 
aids. 
Tear off the corner of the seed 
pocket, hold it open with the 
hand, and tap the side gently 
with the forefinger of the same 
hand, letting the seeds fall out 
thinly as you move along the 
row, By this method, after a lit­ 
tle practice, you can control the 
amount of seeds dropped. 
Remember, to avoid waste, one 
should sow seeds thinly. Don’t 
make the mistake, as one home 
gardener did, of ordering a pound 
of turnip seed for a backyard 
vegetable patch, when in reality 
such an am ount is enough to 
plant an acre of ground. 


Here’s a timely list of garden 
rem inders—things th at will help 
brighten your gardens. 


1—The lid’s off on planting 
“warm weather’’ shrubs and sub­ 
tropical fruits. Get them trans­ 
planted from the nurseries to 
your own plots and they'll have 
all season long to get acclimated. 


2—The newly rooted fuchsias, 
as the new debutantes for 54, are 
ready now. 
3—For long lasting color this 
summer and fall, go overboard 
on zinnias and marigolds. There 
are many types of each—from 
pygmies to giants 4 to 5 feet tall. 


4—Clobber the snails, slugs, 
and cutworms now. There are 
plenty of trade named bug type 
Metaldehyde pellets on the m ar­ 
ket th at can be scattered through 
the beddfebg plants where they 
usually work hardest. 
5 — Chrysanthemum 
p l a n t - 
ing time will soon be here. In the 
meantime, prepare the soil thor­ 
oughly. Work in manure and 
Canadian Peat Moss to give it 
humus. If the soil is very heavy, 
use one of the chemical soil con­ 
ditioners on it after you’ve added 
the humus. This will keep it in 
good health for many years to 
come.

Suggestions For 
Tree Planting 


TIPS FOR PLANTING home 
trees: First—visualize the tree 
as it will look, fully grown. A 
wide-spreading tree like the Per­ 
sian Silk or Victorian Box needs 
more space than an upright type 
such as Southern Magnolia or 
Purple Plum. Plant close enough 
to the house to produce shade, 
but far enough to avoid excessive 
pruning. 
Second—decide on a deciduous 
tree »loses its leaves in winter» 
or an evergreen. Choose from 
these shade trees one which also 
gives flowers! 


Third—visit your neighborhood 
nursery and select the tree. Re­ 
member, small trees cost less, will 
do as well if you can wait an ad­ 
ditional year or two.

HONOLULU—Out here in the 
paradise of the Pacific the Show­ 
er trees are beginning to wake up 
and will soon be cascading tu ­ 
multous waves of pink or gold, 
depending on the variety. 
They’re planted by the thous­ 
ands and their umbrella-shaped 
heads are turning color now. An­ 
other 10 days and they'll be at 
their height. 
As you drive about the city, 
you find jacaranda’s from Brazil 
with their majestic blue blooms. 
They won’t bfc performing until 
July in those favored spots in 
California 
where 
it’s 
w a r m 
enough for them to flower. 
African-tulip trees are “shout­ 
ing’’ with their tulip-like blooms, 
too. Some people declare they’re 
vermillion in color, others say 
pure orange—and I say they’ve 
the color of red lead. If you’ve 
ever seen them applying red lead 
to either of the San Francisco 
Bay bridges, you know the color 
I mean. 
A favorite stunt to play on a 
m alahine—newcomer, to y o u -is 
to pluck one of the buds of the 
tulip blooms. Then you pinch off 
the tip of it, ask your unsuspect­ 
ing Mainland visitor to smell the 
opened end, then press the tud. 
A shower of cold water results — 
for this is one of nature's perfect 
squirt guns! 


ON THE UNIVERSITY #of Ha­ 
waii campus, Extension Service 
Horticulturalist 
H o r a c e 
Clay 
showed me the Sausage tree with 
its curious sausage-like fruits. 
They weigh about two pounds, 
average anywhere from 15 to 18 
inches long and 3 to 4 inches in 
diameter. To make this ”ba- 
loney”-tree 
set 
fruits, 
experts 
have to pollenize the blossoms by 
hand. Clay told me that Dr. 
Verne Stoutemyer at U.C.L.A. 
does the same thing to the famed 
specimen growing at West Los 
Angeles. You learn something 
new every day. Wish I had kn- wn 


this four weeks ago as the plant 
quarantine boys in Honolulu le- 
fused to ship me a “sausage” for 
my TV show. “So s o l l y : a b l e d 
my Hawaiian contact “sausage 
might carry dreaded floot fly to 


U S . ” 
Actually, the horticultural v on- 
dcrs of the Islands are not con­ 
fined to trees alone. There are 
shrubs and vines from all over 
the world th a t thrive here. 
W hat lessons can a M ainland 
green thum ber learn from visit­ 
ing the Islands? 
Hibiscus and orchids lead the 
parade 
of 
Hawaiian 
novelties 
th at should be seen and 
>wn 
on the M ainland more widely. 
They’re wonderful greenhouse 
subjects if your area isn’t warm 
enough. The new Hawaiian hy­ 
brid hibiscus are larger and more 
colorful than anything yet seen 
on the M ainland. Since the foun­ 
dation of the Hawaiian Hibiscus 
Society, according to my friend 
Henry Nakasone of the Univer­ 
sity, more scientific breeding has 
been accomplished. 
As all experienced orchid hob­ 
byists 
know, 
the 
capital 
of 
“orchidom” 
has 
been 
shifted 
from Europe to Hawaii—especial­ 
ly in vandas and dendrobiums. 
Oscar Kirsch, the noted or'bid 
grower and member of the Pa­ 
cific Orchid Society names a 
spanking new hybrid Vanda Nor- 
vcll Gillespie. It has sparkling 
raspberry red blooms, has been 
registered with both the English 
and American Orchid Societies 
and is expected to win a few 
prizes at the forthcoming . hows.

Insect*, themselves, are of two 
types Each requires entirely dif­ 
ferent control tall-purpose mix­ 
es contain both). First, there are 
the chewers which actually eat 
chunks out of the leaves. rh*»n 
there are the bugs that Just ruck 
the Juices out. You could coat the 
leaves with the deadliest, poisons 
without harming the pests which 
merely push a little tube into the 
leaf and suck out the juices. Yon 
have to hit them with a powerful 
chemical that penetrates directly 
through their skin. 


Tuberous begonias are tender 
tropical 
plants which can 
be 
grown with excellent results in 
the more moist regions of Cafi- 
fornia While they demand more 
than 
average 
attention, 
t h e 
thoughtful 
gardener 
w i l l 
be 
amply repaid with an abundant 
production of lush camellia and 
gardenia-like blossoms. The many 
Begonia varieties are available in 
colors of rose-red. fuchsia-like 
scarlet, bright red. pink, mallow- 
pink. peach, orange, yellow and 
white shadings. 
The California Association of 
Nurserymen reports that begonia 
tubers are available in most Cal­ 
ifornia Nurseries now. They state, 
however, th at they should not 
be 
planted 
directly 
Into 
the 
ground at this time! Rather the 
tubers should be set into shallow 
nursery flats, layered with peat­ 
moss Leave the top third of the 
tuber exposed. Set them about 
three inches apart in the flats. 
Place the flats in a warm, shaded 
location until the leaves are three 
or 
four 
inches 
across. 
Then 
transplant into pottery contain­ 
ers. hanging baskets or perma­ 
nent beds. 
MANY GARDENERS prefer to 
plant tuberous begonias in con­ 
tainers and hanging baskets. An 
enriched soil preparation com­ 
posed of two parts coarse leaf- 
mold and one part fertilizer and 


loam 
not too finely ground — 
should be used in this type of 
planting. 
Tuberous begonias have exact­ 
ing needs A broken piece of pot­ 
tery should be placed over the 
drainage hole of the pottery con­ 
tainers. A layer of pebbles on 
the bottom of the container also 
improves drainage. Nurserymen 
suggest placing sphagnum moss 
around hanging basket begonias 
to contain the soil mixture and 
permit drainage. 
BEGONIAS RESPOND b e s t 
when the soil is slightly moist 
. . . not wet. Avoid placing them 
in direct sunlight. Filtered light 
and 
warmth 
Is sufficient for 
proper plant growth.

M ulch And Feed 
It pays to mulch and feed 
everything. Mulches of peat moss, 
especially the new granulated 
form which pours, conserve soil 
moisture and reduce soil heat. 
Liberal feeding helps make lots 
of deep roots, so let your plant* 
tap the water supply deep in the 
soil. You have your choice of 
plant foods — the traditional 
chemical 
types or the newer 
water soluble organic fish kinds. 


Prune Roses 
Unhill roses 
but 
hill 
those 
newly planted. At the same time 
prune back and cut out all weak 
and dead wood. Burn the cut- 


nure mixed with a little bone 
meal. If the soil is heavy or poor­ 
ly drained, add leafmord, peat 
and sand. 
As .soon as the plants reach a 
height of four to five inches, 
fertilize with a good dry or liquid 
fertilizer recommended by your 
nurseryman. One or two applica­ 
tions of 
fertilizer during the 
growing season is sufficient un­ 
der most growing condition*. 


Gardener's 
Check List 


TO prevent 
thrip Injury 
to 
gladiolus, spray or dust at two 
week intervals. 
W ater the garden deeply. After J 
watering, dig down and see If 
you have done a good Job. 
Don’t forget shade trees. They 
also want water during the Sum ­ 
mer. The water should penetrate 
deep ;that Is where the roots are. 
English Primrose plants may 
be divided as soon as they finish 
their Spring bloom. 
Local lawns should have their 
Spring feeding now. They will 
turn green within a week after 
the application of a balanced 
commercial fertilizer.

What kind of experiences In 
civic know-how are students hav­ 
ing in Marin County Schools? In 
daily 
routine, 
Kindergartncrs 
learn p e r s o n a l responsibility 
while sponging up paint off the 
floor, primary students study fhe 
services of their mailmen, police­ 
men and firemen; middle graders 
can conduct classroom meetings 
purposefully and effectively while 
studying their own water dis­ 
tricts; upper graders collect and 
pack clothes for overseas relief; 
high school students participate 
in w’ork experience programs su­ 
pervised on real Jobs and obser/e 
Marin government in action. 


USING 
THE 
SCHOOL 
and 
community as a laboratory for 
“learning while doing” students 
learn some fundamental demo­ 
cratic processes designed to make 
a 
more intelligent and active 
citizenry. 


The laboratory process, initiat­ 
ed by the University of Columbia 
and called Citizenship Education 
Project, is based on the belief 
that the primary function of 
schools is to develop good citizens. 
The project has had the en­ 
thusiastic support of Presidrnt 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and finan­ 
cial aid from the Carnegie Foun­ 
dation. 
To improve citizen education !n 
Marin, representatives from the 
high schools and education office 
recently attended a workshop at 
Palo Alto. Working with members 
of the State Department of Edu­ 
cation and Columbia University 
staff members, Marin teachers 
developed new techniques for new 
and valuable citizenship experi­ 
ences for Marin students. 


EXAMPLE 
is 
the 
language 
project completed by Reed school 
eighth graders. Writing a history 
of the Tiburon-Belvedere penin­ 
sula demanded new skills t,t the 
students. 
Interviews with older residents 
required courtesy and atten’ ive- 
ness and detailed, factual report­ 
ing. In reviewing historical docu­ 
ments, students learned to dis­ 
criminate 
between 
personally 


baised writing and objective fac­ 
tual reports. Old records were 
carefully studied and compared 
and dates accurately established. 


COMPILING the material the 
25 class members listened and 
evaluated each other's point of 
view. Through interest in *heir 
community, its past as well as its 
present, Reed School youngsters 
learned some of the essential 
characteristics of good citizen. 


VOCATIONAL competence hns 
long been recognized as a major 
objective of general education 
program. Through its Work Ex­ 
perience Program, The Tamal- 
pais Union High school has co­ 
ordinated regular school classes 
with a Job. 


Confronted with interviews and 
specific requirements necessary 
for employment, students reahze 
responsibility, employment stan­ 
dards, and the inter-dependence 
of the individual and community. 
The 31 boys and 14 girls, rang­ 
ing in age from 16 to 18, on the 
program divide the school day 
with four hours in class and four 
hours on the job. They receive 
half school credit for time spent 
on the job and must complete all 


required school subjects in order 
to graduate. 


RESULTS OF the program now 
five months In operation incluie: 
Students realize the qualifica­ 
tions necessary to succeed in the 
business. 


Teachers and counselors have 
a clearer picture of how their 
students measure up in the world 
of work at a time when they still 
have an opportunity to change 
the emphasis in the program to 
meet his needs; students have 
shown a marked improvement in 
attitude toward school and out­ 
look for the future. 


ALREADY the Citizenship Ed­ 
ucation Project has set up a 
large file of tested experiences 
carried out by teachers and stu­ 
dents in more than 600 school 
districts throughout the country. 
Each sample practice in the 
series is designed to further the 
student’s understanding of the 
basic premi.**es of American lib­ 
erty. Documented by reference 
to the Constitution, the Bill of 
Rights, the Declaration of In­ 
dependence, 
major 
legislation 
and court decisions, these prem­ 
ises state the basic beliefs and 


laws governing the free indi­ 
vidual, free 
government, 
free 
economy and a free world. 


The project assumes that an 
Intelligent, active citizenry for 
a free world must possess an at­ 
titude devoted to the principles 
'expressed in the American docu­ 
ments In booklet form (Premises 
of American Liberty) the project 
recently 
published 
a 
sample 
series of the laboratory practice 
of education for good citizen­ 
ship. 


Marin representatives who at­ 
tended the Palo Alto Workshop 
and who will organise a similar 
workshop in the county, included 
Richard Starr of Tomales, Wen­ 
dell Ames of Tamalpais, Fran­ 
cis Shafer, Charles G. Simonds 
and

During Public Schools Week, 
starting Monday, parents and 
other adults will have an op­ 
portunity to see students at work 
in their school-community lab­ 
oratory to become alert citizens 
in Marin schools’ program of 
education for good citizenship.

Former Commando Reminisces 
O- A Life Lived Dangerously

There is in this world, though 
they be rare, a breed of men to 
whom adventure and excitement 
are as commonplace as light and 
air and as necessary as bread 
and meat. The loves of these 
men enliven our literature and 
frequently their exploits of d ar­ 
ing and skill greatly contribute 
to the welfare of the world tn 
which thev live. Because secrecy 
and concealed identity are often 
essential to their sucoesa. moat 
of them are unknown. 
Such a one is 3 1 -year-old Odd 
Walentlno Bjerke, now serving 
as a sergeant in the 4tst Air 
Rescue Souadron at 
Hamilton 
Air Fore* Base. 
. Escaping at 14 from his native 
Norway during the Nazi occupa­ 
tion be became a skilled under­ 
ground organizer, saboteur, com­ 
mando fighter and army intelli­ 
gence instructor. 
In a vocation where the mor­ 
tality rate from unnatural causes 
Ik 80 per cent, thLs young man 
lived through 18 missions be­ 
hind Nazi lines. From one of 
these missions he emerged with 
nine machine gun slugs in his 


back as result of a duel with a 
Nazi soldier. 


HF WAS SERV IN G with the 
Norwegian 
underground 
forces 
at the time, 
headquartered 
in 
England. With 24 other trained 
saboteurs, he was 
dropped 
by 
parachute onto a Nazi-held air 
base in Holland near dawn on 
the morning of Jan uary 13, 1944. 
T.iere mission was to place in­ 
cendiary adhesive time bombs in 
[he long line of Nazi aircraft 
parked on the airstrip. 
Something went wrong. The 
Dutch 
underground 
was 
not 
there, the Nazi’s were alerted 
and 22 of the young parachutists 
were killed. The Nazi’s had dis­ 
covered the boats left along fhe 
M aas river by the underground 
to aid the saboteurs in Their es­ 
cape The mission had failed. 


B JE R K E . CREEPIN G a w a y 
from the airfield, was discovered 
by a searching Nazi soldier armed 
with a submachine gun who fired 
the slugs into his back. Bjerke 
shot and killed his pursuer and 
shortly thereafter was rescued by 
the underground and returned to 
England. 


On other occasions his m is­ 
sions into Nazi territory were 
more successful and once he was 
actually helped by the unwitting 
good fellowship of a Nazi gar­ 
rison. Bjerke and 
four others 
had parachuted 
into 
occupied 
Norway to blow up a railroad 
bridge. They had studied m aps 
of the terrain and a model of 
the bridge carefully and they 
knew exactly what to do. Posing 
as loggers, they set up a logging 
cam p not far from the bridge. 
First the Nazi guard was quietly 
“eliminated ** The dynamite was 
planted, the charge set off and 
pieces of the bridge flew in all 
directions. 


TH F FOLLOW ING DAY the 
Nazi patrol came to the logging 
cam p and 
finding 
the 
forged 
papers of the saboteurs in order, 
asked them to aid in locating tlie 
bridge blowers. Bierke and his 
companions heartily agreed but 
suggested 
that 
the 
Germ ans 
might like to show their appre­ 
ciation for this Quisling aid by 
supplying them with food 
The 
G erm ans agreed and the lad who 
had touched off the dynamite 
accompanied them back to the 
garrison post and returned wit t 
an armload of food, cognac and 
cigarettes. 
Bjerke once lived on an iceberg 
for two years and loved every 
minute of It. While serving with 
British forces he volunteered to 
aid in the establishment of a 
weather station on an arctic is­ 
land near Iceland. With eleven 
other young men he was beached 
o.ie day on the island of Jan 
Myer, a snow and ice-covered 
peak 35 miles long and two miles 
wide. 
They were literally dumped on 
the shore with the temperature at 
30 below, with no housing or 
shelter of any kind.

IT WAS ABOUT ten o’clock 
when I walked out through the 
D am ascus G ate to the north of 
the city in search of G ordon’s 
Calvary. T his is one of severar 
places where it is claimed th a t 
C hrist was buried. T he C hurch 
of the Holy Sepulchre is the other 
location and stands w ithin the 
city walls, I was not convinced 
by anyone th a t either place is 
really 
authentic, but G ordon’s 
Calvary appealed to me m ost— 
probably because of its lovely, and 
for Jerusalem , uncom m ercialized 
setting in a pleasant garden a t­ 
m osphere. It is here th a t one 
finds the garden tomb. 


SHORTLY AFTER RINGING 
the bell outside the garden, the 
door was opened by one of the 
boys belonging to the family who 
m aintain the garden. He left me 
for a m om ent to call his m other 
who was to lead me through th e 
grounds. D uring the interval u n ­ 
til the m other arrived I couldn’t 
help but feel the ra th e r quiet 
solitude of tliis lovely spot away 
from the noises of the city just 
beyond the walls. 
W hen the boy’s m other arrived.

th ere was a snvdl group of us 
.waiting. She asked us to follow 
and explained details of the su r­ 
roundings. She briefed us on the 
history of the G arden and ex­ 
plained to us why it was caned 
G ordon’s C alvary—nam ed after 
an Englishm an whose excavations 
led him to believe th a t this was 
the m ost likely place where C hrist 
could have been buried. At the 
far end of the garden we saw 
th e hill where m any believe th a t 
Jesus was crucified. It is now 
a Moslem cemetery. 


AS WE RETURNED along the 
opposite side of the garden our 
guide lifted a heavy door in the 
ground revealing a huge cistern 
which had been discovered ea r­ 
lier and was another reason why 
it is believed th a t this had form ­ 
erly been the garden of the weal­ 
thy resident, Joseph of A rim a- 
thaea. 
- 
O ur step« slowed as we step­ 
ped down to a flat bedrock su r­ 
face and approached an opening 
in the face of th e cliff behind 
the garden. We were led into th e 
tom b and shown the place where 
C hrist was buried. T he woman 
didn’t go to great lengths in a t­ 
tem pting to prove to us th a t tills 
was the spot where C hrist was 
laid. 


SHE SIMPLY POINTED out 
th e various details of the tomb. 
One of our party said th at he 
could hardly believe th a t he was 
really standing in the place he 
had dream ed of standing for so 
long and rem arked th a t it gave 
him a wonderful feeling to be 
where C hrist was buried. T he 
woman turned to him and said 
very simply and w ith great dig­ 
nity, "T hank God He isn’t here 
now.” 
A fter leaving the garden the 
noises of the city rose in pitch 
and I was recalled to reality by 
th e children’s cries. I m ade my 
way to the C hurch of air N ations 
situated in the G arden of G eth- 
sam ane. I took the side road lead­ 
ing past the church and I con­ 
tinued on until I cam e to a path 
leading up the side of the M ount 
of Olives. To the right of the 
p ath was a wall w ith overhang­ 
ing olive branches and to the left 
was a field being plowed by a 
farm er, ox, and 
wooden plow. 
About three-fourths of the way 
to the top I turned off to the 
side and passed through w hat 
appeared to be ruins of an old 
chapel. 
From a nearby hill I saw the 
entire city of Jerusalem with the 
tem ple area to the left and the 
city rising behind it. Below me 
were the plowman and the g a r­ 
den tom b with G olgatha beside 
it and a herd of sheep moving 
along the road below. T his is the 
picture I shall have each year 
a t E aster when I think of Jerus­ 
alem along with th e six words 
spoken in a quiet voice, “T hank 
God He isn’t here now.”
